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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first Office action on the merits of Application No. 10/552,325 
filed on October 7, 2005. The substitute specification filed on October 7, 2005 has 
approved for entry. The preliminary amendment filed on December 29, 2005 has been 
entered. Claims 1-23 are currently pending. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicants claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d). A copy of the certified copy of the priority document has been 
received in this National Stage application from the International Bureau (PCT Rule 

17.2(a)). 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on October 7, 2005 and 
July 12, 2006 have been considered by the examiner. ^ 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 
The following title is suggested: Bidirectional Drive. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it includes the word "said" 
in lines 3 and 5. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 
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Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is additionally objected to because in line 1 
"bilateral" should be changed to "bidirectional". 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Throughout 
the description the disclosed device is referred to as a "bilateral" drive. The term 
"bilateral" implies two-sided. A more accurate description would be "bidirectional" since 
the drive mechanism transmits torque in either the clockwise or counterclockwise 
directions. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 
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The meaning of the term "bilateral" as used in the preamble of each of the claims 
is not entirely clear A more accurate description would be "bidirectional" since the drive 
mechanism transmits torque in either the clockwise or counterclockwise directions. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,15 and 21 as best understood are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by US 2001/0042670 A1. 

Note for example Figure 5 which shows the drive wheel 1 , drive lever 6a, the 
coupling element with expansion cams 6', 6" and spring element 2 arranged together in 
the manner set forth in claim 1 . Further note the embodiment of Figure 2 including 
resetting spring 9' as in claim 15. Shaft 3 is shown extending through a bore which 
corresponds to the bore recited in claim 21 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-14, 16-20, 22 and 23 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

US 453,587 A (Nutting) shows the drive lever H, cam L and spring C. 

US 6,648,119 B1 (Klinger) and EP 1059195 A2 (Scheck et al.) show drive 
mechanisms for adjusting devices. 

US 7,051 ,860 B2 (Scheck et al.) is an English language equivalent of EP 
1059195 A2.
